1. Cut out "1" in the unfolded diagram and fold it according to the fold line instructions to round the ship's 
bottom (red part). 


2. Cut out "2" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it to the 
parts made above. 


3. Cut out "3" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions to make it 
rounded, and glue it to the parts made above. 


4. Cut out "4" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions to make it 
rounded, and glue it to the parts made above. 


Glue the bow part as shown below. 


5. Cut out "5" and "6" in the development diagram, fold them according to the folding line instructions, 
and glue the backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 


6. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in 4. Be careful before and after. 


7. Cut out "7" and "8" in the developed drawing, fold them according to the fold line instructions, and 
glue the backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 
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8. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in 4. The glued-on margin will be in the direction of the 
bottom of the ship. 
Assemble "9" and "10" in the developed view in the same way as above and glue them to the other side. 


Please refer to the figure below for an image of the cross section during bonding. 


9. Cut out "11" and "12" in the development diagram, fold them according to the fold line instructions, 
and glue the backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 


10. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in 8. 
Assemble "13" and "14" in the developed view in the same way as above and glue them to the other side. 


11. Cut out "15" and "16" in the development diagram, fold them according to the folding line 
instructions, and glue the backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 


12. Glue the parts made above to the positions shown in the figure below on the hull. Be careful before 
and after. 


13. Cut out "15" and "16" in the development view and glue the backs together. After it is fully glued, cut 
a notch in the red cross in the center. 


Stick a toothpick or something similar in the center to expand the hole. 


14. Insert the part made above into the tip of the propeller shaft of the part made in 12. You don't have to 
glue it. 

Assemble "17" and "18" in the developed view in the same way as above, and insert them on the other 
side in the same way. 


15. Cut out "21" in the development view and glue it to the parts made above. 


17. Cut "23" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it to the 
parts made above. 


18. Cut out "24" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it to 
the parts made above. 


20. Cut out "26" and "27" in the development view and glue the backs together. 


21. Glue the parts made above to the positions shown in the figure below on the hull. 


22. Cut out "27" in the development view, fold it in the center, and glue the backs of the parts indicated in 


yellow.

1. Cut out "37" in the developed drawing, fold it according to the folding line instructions, and glue it as 
shown below. 
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2. Cut out "38" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it to 
the parts made above. 


3. Cut out "39" in the developed drawing, fold it according to the folding line instructions, and glue it as 
shown below. 
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4. Glue the parts made above at the locations indicated by the arrows. 
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5. Cut out "40" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it to 
the parts made above. 


6. Cut out "41" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it to 
the parts made above. 


7. Cut out "42" in the development view and glue it to the parts made above. 
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Glue the upper parts as shown below. 


9. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in 7. 


10. Cut out "44" and "45" in the development diagram and glue the backs of the parts shown in yellow. 
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11. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in step 9. 


Insert the front all the way in and glue it. 


13. Take "46" and "47" in the development diagram, fold them according to the fold line instructions, and 
glue the backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 


14. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in 12. 


15. Cut out "48" in the development view, round it and glue it in a cylindrical shape as shown below. 


16. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in 14 at the cross section. 


17. Cut out "49" in the developed drawing, fold it according to the folding line instructions, and glue it as 
shown below. 


Glue the ends closed. 


18. Cut out "50" in the development view, round it and glue it in a cylindrical shape as shown below. 


19. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in 17 at the cross section. 


20. Cut out "51" in the development view, round it and glue it in a cylindrical shape as shown below. 


Glue on the cross section 1n the same way as a lid. 


21. Cut out "52" in the development view, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue the 
backs of the parts indicated in yellow. Make two. 
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22. Glue the parts made above to both sides of the part made in 20 with cross sections. 


23. Glue the parts made above to the positions shown in the figure below on the hull. Be careful before 
and after. 


24. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in 16 at the cross section. Be careful before and after. 


25. Cut out "53" in the developed drawing, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it as 
shown below. 


27. Cut out "54" in the developed drawing, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it as 
shown below. 


28. Glue the parts made above to the positions shown in the figure below on the hull. Be careful before 
and after.

Assemble "102" in the developed view in the same way and glue it to the other side. 


46. Glue the parts made above to the hull. Be careful before and after. 
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Imperial Japanese Navy Destroyer "Shimakaze" 1/350 Scale Paper Craft-How to 
Assemble "Making the Outfitting" 


1. Cut out "103" and "104" in the development diagram, fold them according to the fold line instructions, 
and glue the backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 
Make 14 pieces. 


2. Glue the parts made above to the parts indicated by the red circles on the hull. The arrow indicates the 
recommended barrel orientation. 


3. Cut out "105" in the development view, paint the back side gray, and glue as shown below. Make five. 


4. Cut out "106" in the development view, paint the back side gray, and glue it to the parts made above. 
Note the orientation of the barrel. Make five. 


5. Glue the parts made above to the parts indicated by the red circles on the hull. The arrow indicates the 
recommended barrel orientation. 


6. Cut out "107" and "108" in the developed drawing, fold them according to the fold line instructions, 
and glue the backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 


7. Glue the parts made above to the hull. Be careful before and after. 
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8. Cut out "109" and "110" in the developed drawing, fold them according to the fold line instructions, 
and glue the backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 


9. Glue the parts made above to the hull. 


10. Cut out "111" in the development view, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it as 
shown below. 


11. Cut out "112" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions, pull out the 
parts made above from the back side and glue them. 


Glue as shown below. 


12. Cut out "113" and "114" in the development diagram, fold them according to the fold line instructions, 
and glue the backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 
Make two. 


13. Glue the parts made above to the two parts made in 11. 


Assemble "111*" "111**" to "114*" "114**" in the same way. 


14. Insert the parts made above into the points indicated by the arrows on the hull. Do not glue. 


15. Cut out "115" in the development view, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue the 
backs of the parts indicated in yellow. 


16. Cut out "116" in the development view, fold it according to the fold line instructions, pull out the parts 
made above from the back side and glue them. 


17. Cut out "117" in the development diagram, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it to 
the parts made above. 


18. Cut out "118" in the development view, fold it in half at the center, and glue the backs together. Make 


five. 
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19. Glue the parts made above to the parts made in 17 at the cross section. Glue in 5 places. 


20. Cut out "119" in the developed drawing, fold it according to the fold line instructions, and glue it as 
shown below. 


21. Insert the parts made in 19 into the parts made above. Do not glue. 


22.Pull out the parts indicated by the black arrows and attach the lids. Do not glue the parts marked with 
black arrows. 


23. Insert the parts made above into the points indicated by the arrows on the hull. Do not glue.
